Gold  &  Silver  Leaving  Rare  Coins  In  The  Dust 


Isn’t  it  peculiar  how  facts  sometime  get  in  the  way  of  beliefs  that  we,  as 
imperfect  humans,  often  cling  to?  For  many  of  us,  collecting  rare  coins 
became  a  passion  many  years  ago.  Once  bitten,  we  poured  much  of  our 
disposable  income  into  numismatic  projects:  completing  sets,  taking  on 
new  ones,  and  upgrading  as  often  as  our  time  and  funds  would  permit. 
Today,  we  might  find  that  our  capital  is  now  far  more  committed  to  our 
collections  than  we  originally  intended.  For  some,  our  numismatic  holdings 
have  become  our  largest  single  asset  class.  We  look  at  retirement  and 
hope  that  our  coins  will  continue  to  perform  in  a  worthwhile  manner, 
providing  a  revenue  stream  for  our  expenses  and/or  a  solid  legacy  for 
our  loved  ones. 


Our  cherished  little  niche  of  numismatics  has  not  only  been  buffeted  by  the 
rapidly  worsening  economy,  but  has  had  to  contend  with  the  now  general 
realization  that  thousands  -  yes  thousands  -  of  attractive  and  original  rare 
coins  were  not  nice  enough  for  the  greed  of  many  dealers.  To  quote  a 
recent  press  release,  they  applied  various  substances  to  coin  surfaces 
such  as  Bondo,  putty,  caulk,  wax,  lacquer,  varnish,  acrylics,  paint,  ink, 
acetone,  glue,  citric  acid,  soap,  eggs,  fertilizer,  grease,  etc.  in  attempts  to 
inflate  the  grades  determined  by  the  major  rating  services.  Metallic 
solutions  such  as  solder,  bleach,  iodine  and  potassium  or  potash  have  also 
been  used.  Sad  to  say,  even  lasers  and  blow  torches  have  been 
employed. 


The  prudent  family  head  will  often  step  back  and  survey  the  big  picture, 
evaluating  the  facts  and  making  adjustments  if  necessary.  If  those  facts 
have  become  inconvenient,  then  one  of  two  or  three  main  courses  is 
usually  followed.  The  majority  choose  to  wait  until  those  inconvenient  facts 
“turn  around”  and  once  again  coincide  with  their  view  of  how  things  should 
be.  Many  years  might  pass  and  those  facts  might  become  even  more 
inconvenient.  The  “turn  around”  does  not  come.  The  situation  worsens. 
Human  nature  often  permits  an  individual  to  internally  repress  or  deny 
those  facts,  choosing  instead  to  believe  an  alternate  reality  and  then 
eventually  having  to  suffer  the  consequences  of  that  choice. 


Now  throw  in  the  contagion  of  vastly  improved  Chinese  coin  and  holder 
counterfeiting  operations  and  you  have  quite  the  volatile  mix:  a 
worsening  economy,  professional  coin  doctoring  and  a  global 
counterfeiting  challenge. 

THE  MAJOR  COIN  PRICE  INDEXES  SHOW  AVERAGE  ANNUAL 
GROWTH  OF  ONLY  3%  TO  5%  OVER  THE  LAST  DECADE.  ANNUAL 
PRICE  INCREASES  FOR  GOLD  AND  SILVER  BULLION  COINS  HAVE 
AVERAGED  WELL  INTO  DOUBLE  DIGITS  DURING  THE  SAME 
PERIOD,  AND  ARE  AGAIN  ACCELERATING  TO  THE  UPSIDE.

If  you  travel  into  Ybor  city,  it  is  a  very  happenin’  place.  I  hope  to  have  hand-outs  about  Ybors  city  and  its 
amenities  at  the  show. 

You  can  also  visit  the  University  of  Tampa,  which  is  a  really  nice  place  to  tour,  which  is  along  the  banks  of  the 
Hillsborough  River.  Across  Tampa  bay  to  the  south  west  is  Ft  Desoto  Park  on  St.  Pete  Beach,  which  is  a  great 
get  away  for  the  family.  There  is  an  intact  1800’s  fort  on  the  beach  that  was  used  to  guard  Tampa  Bay  in  the 
late  1800’s.  The  Sunshine  Skyway  is  world  renown.  This  is  a  bridge,  which  is  approximately  18  miles  long 
and  rises  into  the  sky  a  long  way.

Tarpon  Springs  to  the  north  in  Pinellas  County  is  Florida’s  Greek  commu¬ 
nity.  This  town  is  very  famous  and  is  the  location  where  the  movie  The  Twelve  Mile  Reef  was  filmed.  I  am 
sure  that  I  have  left  out  some  places,  but  the  west  coast  of  Florida  is  beautiful  and  where  I  grew  up. 

If  you  want  to  visit  a  theme  park  -  “Busch  Gardens”  is  a  theme  park,  water  park  and  zoo.  This  too  is  a  great 
place  for  the  family.  Those  of  you  who  enjoy  other  types  of  night  life  and  like  to  play  the  tables  or  pull  the 
arms  on  slots,  the  Hardrock  Hotel  and  Casino  is  approximately  4  or  5  miles  from  the  convention  center. 

Those  of  you  who  are  retired  military  MacDill  AFB  is  very  close.  If  you  take  Bayshore  Drive  to  the  west,  it 
curves  around  and  is  actually  the  back  entrance  to  MacDill. 

Tampa’s  convention  center  offers  a  very  private  loading  and  unloading  dock.  You  will  actually  drive  up  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  level  and  be  able  to  off  load  at  convention  level.  I  believe  that  this  provides  great  security.

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS 

Section  1 :  Voting. 

c.  An  official  ballot  shall  be  printed,  showing  the  offices  to  be  filled  and  the  nominees  to  each  office.  Official  ballots 
shall  be  mailed  to  the  last  known  address  of  each  regular  and  life  member  in  good  standing,  at  least  forty-five  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting,  together  with  a  return  envelope,  addressed  to  an  independent  tabulator  select¬ 
ed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  receive,  tabulate  and  report  the  results  of  the  total  marked  ballots  so  received.  Marked 
ballots  must  be  returned  not  later  than  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting.  The  independent  tab¬ 
ulator  selected  to  perform  this  duty  shall  tabulate  the  results  of  the  balloting  in  a  format  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  place  the  results  in  a  sealed  envelope,  and  deliver  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Corporation.  The  Secretary  shall 
open  this  sealed  envelope  at  the  annual  membership  meeting  and  the  results  read  at  the  meeting.  The  candidates 
receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  for  respective  offices  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  The  ballots  and  tabulations 
shall  be  available  for  inspection  by  any  member  of  F.U.N.  at  the  annual  meeting.  As  to  those  positions  of  Officer  or 
Board  Member  in  which  there  are  not  at  least  two  (2)  nominees  and  the  Board  of  Directors  does  not  name  a  nominee, 
that  position  shali  be  deemed  automatically  filled  by  the  one  (1)  individual  who  has  accepted  the  nomination,  and  no 
vote  shall  be  required  by  the  general  membership. 

Section  2:  Nomination  Statement. 

Prior  to  the  election,  candidates  nominated  for  office  may  present  a  “nomination  statement”  to  the  general 
membership.  This  presentation  shall  appear  in  F.U.N.  Topics  magazine. 

Section  3:  Starting  Date. 

Officers  and  Directors  shall  take  office  at  the  annual  January  General  Membership  meeting. 

Section  4:  Terms. 

Elected  Officers  and  Directors  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years.  There  is  no  term  limitation  for  any  elected  position 
other  than  President.  The  President  shall  not  serve  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms.

The  Official  Red  Book,  A  Guide  Book  of 
Modern  United  States  Proof  Coin  Sets, 
2nd  Edition,  by  David  W.  Lange  is  updated 
from  the  1st  Edition  and  is  now  in  vivid 
color.  It  covers  thoroughly  this  interesting 
and  highly  collected  series.  The  reference 
covers  silver  and  clad  sets  starting  in 
1936.  Of  importance  to  many  new  collec¬ 
tors  would  be  the  50  State  Quarters  Proof 
Sets  which  started  in  1999. 


The  detailed  commentary  in  each  year  is 
especially  complete  and  discusses  how 
the  sets  were  packaged  and  how  that 
packaging  treated  the  coins  over  the 
years.  The  many  finishes  are  described 
and  discussed  as  to  rarity  for  each  particu¬ 
lar  year. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  book,  David  gives 
a  short  history  of  proof  sets  as  well  as  the 
collecting  and  storage  of  the  sets.  This 
information  will  help  the  beginning  as  well 
as  advanced  collector.  At  the  end  of  the 
book,  he  has  a  “Gallery  of  Early  U.S.  Proof 
Coins”  from  1802  to  1921  with  beautiful

The  release  of  Whitman's  coffee-table  book  of  100  Greatest  U.S.  Error  Coins,  by  Nicholas  Brow,  David  Camire,  and  Fred 
Weinberg  makes  this  the  seventh  book  in  this  series  of  richly  illustrated  coffee-table  references  by  Whitman  Publishing,  LLC.  The 
Hardcover  reference  has  144  pages  and  more  than  500  illustrations.  The  enlarged  and  high-resolution  color  pictures  of  the  greatest 
errors  starts  with  the  2000-dated  Sacagawea  dollar/  Washington  Quarter  “Mule”  worth  about  $250,000. 


Each  error  is  listed  with  an  enlarged  photograph  and  information  about  the  coin  such  as  how  it  was  made,  how  many  are  known 
and  information  about  the  known  history  of  the  piece.  Historical  values  are  listed  with  estimated  prices  for  1980,  2000  and  2010. 
Where  appropriate  close-up  photographs  are  shown  to  better  identify  the  piece.  In  some  cases  more  modern  pieces  are  shown 
along  with  the  historical  pieces. 


The  14  pages  of  “Error  Coins,  Inside  and  Out,”  in  Appendix  A,  are  done  in  an  easy  to  read  manner.  It  explains  how  coins  in  gen¬ 
eral  are  made  along  with  a  listing  of  most  of  the  types  of  error  coins  and  how  these  particular  coins  came  into  existence.  Damaged, 
altered  and  counterfeit  coins  are  also  explained.  Appendix  B  has  information  on  the  Sacagawea  Dollar  Errors.  Appendix  A  and  B,  is 
worth  the  price  of  the  reference  by  themselves. 

This  book  is  especially  interesting  to  people  like  us  who  only  have  a  casual  interest  in  error  coins.  The  information  on  the  types 
of  error  as  well  as  information  on  the  100  greatest  errors  tweaks  our  interest  to  look  deeper  into  this  fascinating  series.  We  can  see 
from  our  attendance  at  several  coin  shows  over  the  past  few  years  that  error  coins  are  becoming  more  popular  as  time  goes  by. 

The  authors,  along  with  the  contributors  did  a  masterful  job  of  piecing  together  a  reference  that  will  generate  great  interest  in  the 
numismatic,  as  well  as  non-numismatic  community.  We  are  certain  it  will  bring  many  more  collectors  into  the  fascinating  field  of 
error  coins.

We  opened  our 
second  location  in  Callaway,  Florida  in  1983.  Ken  and  I  decided  to  go  our  separate  ways  in  1984  and  divid¬ 
ed  the  business  with  my  ownership  becoming  the  Callaway  location.  I  renamed  the  business  the  “The  Video 
Merchant.”  While  in  the  video  business,  I  continued  to  buy  and  sell  coins  in  my  spare  time. 


My  wife  and  I  operated  the  Video  Merchant  until  1997.  After  sixteen  years  in  the  video  industry,  I  made  the 
decision  to  go  back  into  the  coin  business.  We  sold  the  store,  movies,  and  equipment  and  I  went  back  to  work 
for  Larry  Lee  at  Coin  and  Bullion  Reserves  (formerly  known  as  Coins  &  Such).  After  two  years  I  decided  to 
go  out  on  my  own.  In  1999  we  opened  West  Bay  Trading  Company.  Working  out  of  our  home,  we  went  to 
coin  shows  on  the  weekends  and  sold  on  Ebay  during  the  week. 


During  a  trip  to  the  Vero  Beach  show,  we  fell  in  love  with  the  area  and  after  several  suggestions  from  cus¬ 
tomers  at  the  Vero  Beach  show,  we  decided  it  would  be  an  ideal  location  for  a  retail  coin  shop.  We  moved  to 
Vero  Beach  and  opened  the  store  August  2000.  The  store  is  open  Monday  through  Friday.  I  continue  to  do 
weekend  shows.  We  buy  and  sell  gold  and  silver  bullion,  collectible  coins  and  coin  supplies.  A  very  large  part 
of  our  business  is  shipwreck  coins,  artifacts  from  the  1715  fleet  and  other  shipwrecks  from  around  the  world. 
We  also  sell  shipwreck  treasure  coin  jewelry. 


I  would  like  to  continue  to  extend  my  knowledge  of  Spanish  shipwreck  coins  to  the  F.U.N.  board  and  organi¬ 
zation  and  help  bring  this  exciting  hobby  of  collecting  into  the  eyes  of  young  and  old  alike.  In  the  past  sever¬ 
al  years  I  have  helped  in  the  F.U.N.  organization  with  Keys  and  Cases  as  well  as  other  duties.  At  present,  I 
assist  with  dealer  access  to  the  shows,  handle  shipping  and  receiving  for  Fed  Ex  packages,  and  currently 
serve  as  the  Sergeant  of  Arms.  I  will  continue  to  work  hard  in  our  efforts  to  maintain  F.U.N.  as  the  number 
one  coin  organization  in  the  United  States. 


Bob  was  born  in  Naha,  Okinawa  in  1950 
and  grew  up  in  Largo,  Florida  from  1952 
until  his  enlistment  in  the  military. 

He  started  collecting  coins  as  a  youngster 
when  he  would  find  Indian  head  cents, 
Barber  dimes  and  occasionally  a 
Standing  Liberty  quarter  in  change.  In 
1970,  he  joined  the  United  States  Air 
Force.  Traveling  to  Korea  in  late  1972,  he 
began  collecting  Korean  paper  money  and 
the  very  elusive  Korean  Charm  Money.

Let  other  YN's  and  collectors  know  what  you  are  interested 
in.  This  way  you  will  have  others  watching  out  for  something  you  might  be  interested  in. 

I  like  coins  that  also  tell  a  story.  In  the  last  FUN  TOPICS  issue  I  asked  YN's  to  do  some  research  and  tell  me 
about  the  “cap”  that  Miss  Liberty  wears  on  some  of  our  old  coins  and  on  our  new  bullion  coins.  The  “cap”  sym¬ 
bolizes  freedom.  During  Roman  times,  the  ceremonial  act  of  being  set  free  from  slavery  started  with  the  shav¬ 
ing  of  all  of  your  hair  on  your  head,  being  set  apart  by  a  magistrate  with  a  rod,  (call  a  vindicta),  and  then  wear¬ 
ing  a  red  cap,  known  as  a  pilleus  or  Phrygian  cap,  on  your  shaven  head.  The  wearing  of  a  red  cap  on  a  bald 
head  became  of  symbol  of  free  men  and  women.  On  American  coinage  Ms.  Liberty  is  not  shown  with  a 
shaved  head,  but  there  is  much  more  to  learn  about  the  designs  of  the  various  coins  she  is  on. 

This  January  we  are  going  to  have  our  FUN  SHOW  in  TAMPA,  FLORIDA.  I  would  like  everyone  from  the 
Tampa  area  to  show  up  with  a  friend.

Assigned  to  Naples,  Italy  in  1974,  he  started  collecting  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coinage.  Bob  also  took  a 
strong  interest  in  U.S.  coinage  on  his  return  from  Europe.  He  collected  large  cents  and  bust  half-dollars  by 
date  and  Overton  variety.  He  also  collected  Morgan  dollars  by  date,  mintmark  and  VAM  varieties.  He  was 
reassigned  to  Italy  once  again  in  1982  and  he  continued  his  studies  of  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coinage 
along  with  their  antiquities.  His  next  move  was  to  collect  foreign  coinage,  specializing  in  crown  and  Thaler 
size  coins.  Bob  retired  from  the  military  in  1991  and  began  traveling  the  country  as  a  full-time  foreign  and 
ancient  coin  dealer. 

After  five  years  on  the  road,  he  was  offered  a  position  at  Cape  Canaveral  Air  Station  as  a  Launch  Safety 
Instructor  for  the  Space  Shuttle,  Titan,  Atlas  and  Delta  rocket  programs.  After  working  on  two  different  con¬ 
tracts,  he  decided  to  leave  the  Cape  and  concentrate  more  on  his  numismatic  endeavors. 

Bob  has  served  the  past  four  years  as  the  FUN  President,  an  honor  that  cannot  be  surpassed.  He  has  been 
a  member  of  the  FUN  board  since  1 994.  He  was  the  Membership  Director  in  1 994  through  1 995.  He  opened 
the  door  for  the  “theme  conventions”  when  his  idea  of  adding  the  Space  Shuttle  to  the  FUN  Convention  Medal 
and  the  convention  entrance  was  approved  for  the  1996  convention.  He  also  served  as  the  Convention 
Security  Chairman  for  several  years.  In  1998  he  made  a  motion  to  the  Board  of  Directors  to  have  a  “histori¬ 
cal  video”  made  by  interviewing  some  of  our  original  membership,  before  that  knowledge  is  lost  to  time.  The 
Board  of  Directors  unanimously  approved  this  and  portions  of  the  video  were  played  at  the  50th  Anniversary 
banquet  in  2005.  He  was  the  General  Chairman  for  the  FUN  2000  Convention,  and  designed  the  special 
commemorative  FUN  2000  medal,  which  everyone  received  at  registration.  Bob  spent  many  late  and  long 
hours  in  2005  completely  re-writing  the  By-Laws  of  the  Florida  United  Numismatists.  The  By-Laws  were 
approved  at  the  2006  General  Membership  Meeting  as  written.  Bob  made  over  5,000  Pewter  Medals  for  the 
ANA  112th  Anniversary  Convention  in  Baltimore.  These  medals  were  distributed  to  attendees  of  the  conven¬ 
tion  and  special  finished  medals  were  produced  for  Board  Members  and  VIP’s. 

Bob  is  the  recipient  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  Presidential  Award,  the  FUN  Presidential 
Award  and  the  Numismatic  News’  Numismatic  Ambassador’s  Award,  The  Glenn  B.  Smedly  Award  (ANA)  and 
an  Excellence  Award  from  the  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  and  given  a  Certificate  of  Appreciation 
from  Women  in  Numismatics  (WIN).  He  was  also  awarded  Charles  B.  Fine  Literary  Award  by  FUN.  He  has 
served  many  coin  clubs  in  various  positions  including  President  of  a  few.  He  also  started  a  coin  club  at  San 
Vito  dei  Normanni  Air  Station  in  Brindisi,  Italy.  He  has  been  an  exhibit  judge  for  several  major  show  includ¬ 
ing  Blue  Ridge,  Central  States,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee  State  and  a  Foreign  and  Ancient  Exhibit  Judge  for 
FUN. 

Bob  was  appointed  as  the  FUN  Young  Numismatists  (YN)  Chairman  for  2001,  2002,  2003,  2004,  2005  and 
2006. 

Bob  has  a  strong  and  varied  background  in  numismatics  as  a  dealer  and  collector.  He  proudly  promotes 
numismatics  at  all  show  and  conventions  that  he  attends  whether  they  are  local  or  nation  shows. 


Robert  (BJ)  Neff  became  interested  in 
numismatics  after  retiring  with  honors  from 
the  U.S.  Nave  Submarine  Force  in 
October  of  1982,  after  21  years  of  service 
on  4  different  submarines  in  both  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans.

While  in  the  U.S.  Navy,  he  became  a  qualified  insturctor  and  has  taken  this  learned  skill  to  conduct 
presentations  on  various  coin  topes  for  the  FUN  conventions,  the  Central  Florida  Coin  Club  and  other  local 
coin  clubs.  He  has  also  written  numerous  articles  for  FUN-Topics,  The  HUB  (NCADD’s  bi-monthly  publica¬ 
tion)  and  ERRORSCOPE  (CONECA’s  bi-monthly  publication).  His  article  in  the  2009  summer  FUN-Topics, 
“Something  New  from  China?”  was  presented  the  “Chares  B.  Fine”  award  for  best  article  of  that  year. 

BJ  is  presently  an  active  member  of  ANA,  Central  Florida  Coin  club  (VP),  CONECA  (past  BOD),  Florida  United 
Numismatists,  Inc.,  NCADD(Editor  of  “The  HUB”)  and  the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild.  He  is  also  a  variety  coin 
contributer  for  Coppercoins.com  and  a  forum  moderator  on  the  CONECA  forum.

A  few  years  ago,  BJ  began  a  new  endeavor  and  with  the  help  of  Bob  Piazza,  developed  a  numismatic  web 
site  called  Traildies.com.  This  site  is  dedicated  to  a  die  anomaly  found  on  both  United  States  and  Foreign 
oinage  called  trails/wavy  steps.  Since  the  site’s  conception  in  August  of  2008,  they  have  been  able  to  list  over 
1100  different  dies  with  accompanying  colored  pictures  to  aid  in  identifying  specific  dies  with  this  anomaly. 
Recently,  the  site  had  its  20,00th  visitor.  In  mid  2010,  he  designed  another  numismatic  web  site  called 
MADdieclashes.com  with  the  information  provided  by  Mike  Diamond  and  the  help  of  Bob  Piazza  and  Jason 
Cuvelier.  Both  these  sites  are  free  information  sites,  available  to  all  numismatists.

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Fun  with  Die  Clashes

Unfortunately  for  the  error  coin  collector,  quality  control  has  increased  at  the  U.  S.  Mint  to  a  point 
where  there  are  fewer  error  coins  being  found  in  circulation.  Another  factor  contributing  to  the  scarci¬ 
ty  of  finding  errors  is  that  the  U.  S.  Mint  now  ships  its  newly  minted  coins  to  companies  such  as 
Strings  and  Sons,  Loomis  and  Brinks  in  large  bins.  These  companies  in  return  wrap  the  coins  and  if 
errors  are  found  at  these  stations  they  then  are  returned  to  the  Mint  to  be  disposed  of.  The  age  of 
finding  capped  dies,  broad  strikes,  off  center  strikes  and  multi-struck  coins  (struck  outside  the  collar) 
is  just  about  gone  for  if  it  does  not  fit  through  the  wrapping  machine,  it  is  ejected  as  unusable  and 
not  put  into  circulation. 

However  collectors,  there  is  hope  for  the  error  coin  enthusiast  for  there  is  one  error  type  that  still  does 
make  it  out  of  the  U.  S.  Mint  on  a  regular  bases.  That  error  is  called  the  clashed  dies  and  with  a  bit 
of  searching  through  your  pocket  change  you  can  usually  turn  up  one  or  two  examples. 

We  can  now  ask,  “What  are  clashed  dies?”  The  advent  of  the  truly  mechanical  coin  press  began  in 
1 830  with  the  invention  of  the  toggle  press.  This  piece  of  machinery  used  for  coining  eventually  leads 
to  the  modern  capabilities  of  producing  several  100  coins  in  a  minute.  However,  with  this  mechani¬ 
cal  press  there  also  came  faults  due  to  malfunctions  in  the  mechanics  of  the  press  and  one  of  those 
faults  is  the  clashed  dies.  This  error  type  happens  during  the  striking  of  a  coin  when  a  planchet  is  not 
feed  properly  into  the  striking  chamber.  The  result  is  that  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  (hammer  and 
anvil  dies)  strike  against  each  other,  imparting  some  of  the  design  elements  on  the  opposite  die 
faces.  Under  normal  circumstances,  this  malfunction  is  quickly  detected  by  the  coin  press  operator 
and  the  planchet  feed  is  fixed.  After  the  dies  are  inspected,  the  coin  press  resumes  its  operation  and 
coins  are  once  again  made.  However,  there  are  times  that  this  process  does  not  happen  exactly  as 
described  and  more  complicated  die  clashes  are  seen. 


First  though  before  we  go  on,  we  should  know  a  few  facts  about  the  coin  press  and  dies  before  we 
explore  die  clashes.  When  the  dies  are  made  by  the  hubbing  press  the  center  of  the  die  is  made  high¬ 
er  than  the  edge  of  the  die  or  they  are  convex  shaped  (the  hubs  are  just  the  opposite  or  concave 
shaped).  This  convex  shape  helps  facilitate  the  “cold  metal”  flow  that  occurs  during  the  striking  of  the 
coin.  This  shape  ensures  that  all  the  incused  sections  (design  elements)  in  the  die  are  filled  with 
metal.  The  second  point  to  remember  is  that  the  dies  are  positioned  in  the  coin  press  so  that  if  they 
do  accidently  meet,  they  do  not  strike  each  other  with  a  full  force.  A  full  force  striking  of  the  dies 
against  each  other  would  result  in  the  dies  being  severely  damaged  or  shattering,  which  on  very  rare 
occasions  does  happen. 


If  we  look  at  figure  “A”,  we  can  see  that  the  times  the  dies  do  clash  together,  the  affects  will  be  seen 
more  towards  the  center  of  the  affect  dies  than  the  outer  areas.  This  is  due  to  the  dies  being  shaped 
the  way  they  are.  So,  when  looking  for  clash  marks  focus  on  the  center  of  the  coin  and  work  outward 
towards  the  rim. 


Once  the  clash  marks  have  been  found,  the  next  part  is  to 
try  and  identify  exactly  what  part  of  the  opposing  die  made 
contact  to  leave  the  clash  marks.  For  the  average  error  coin 
collector,  this  part  can  be  confusing  for  it  does  take  a  bit  of 
imagination  and  without  a  photo  shop  program,  it  presents 
a  daunting  task  to  identify  which  marks  are  from  what  part 
of  the  opposing  die.  Let  us  look  at  the  process  of  how  we 
can  identify  the  marks  seen.  In  photo  “B”  we  can  see  the 
obverse  and  reverse  of  a  2000  Lincoln  cent.  The  first  step  is  to  invert  the  reverse  die;  this  will  give 
us  the  proper  orientation  of  the  dies  striking  the  coin.  The  next  step  is  to  flip  the  picture  so  it  appears 
that  we  are  looking  through  the  reverse  die  onto  the  obverse  die.  We  them  lay  the  pictures  on  top  of 
each  other,  make  the  reverse  die  picture  partially  transparent  and  we  now  can  see  exactly  where  the 
clash  marks  originate  from.  We  can  switch  the  process  around  and  use  the  obverse  die  in  the  same

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manner  to  find  where  the  clash  marks  on  the  reverse  die 
originated  from.  We  now  know  that  the  small  partial 
square  see  often  under  Lincoln's  ear  on  the  cent  is  actu¬ 
ally  a  clash  mark  and  is  the  bottom  part  of  bay  five  of  the 
Lincoln  Memorial  building.  Also,  the  strange  marks  seen 
in  bays  four  and  nine  on  the  reverse  of  the  Lincoln  cent 
B  are  actually  the  back  of  Lincoln's  neck  (bay  four)  and  his 
chin  (bay  nine).  Now  that  we  know  how  to  correlate  what 
marks  came  from  what  design  elements,  we  can  proceed. 


As  I  mentioned  before,  when  the  dies  do  clash,  normally 
the  press  operator  does  stop  the  coin  press  and  corrects 
the  malfunction.  The  operator  also  inspects  the  dies  for 
damage  and  one  of  three  things  can  result  from  this 
inspection.  First,  the  die  /  dies  could  have  slight  damage  so  that  there  is  no  need  to  do  anything;  the 
dies  are  left  in  place  and  used  once  again  for  striking  coins.  Second;  the  die  /  dies  are  removed  from 
the  coin  press  and  the  area  where  the  clash  marks  appeared  is  abraded  to  remove  the  signs  of  that 
clash.  Once  the  clash  marks  have  been  abraded,  the  die  /  dies  are  replaced  and  the  operation  con¬ 
tinues.  Third;  the  dies  are  deemed  to  be  too  damaged  and  they  are  replaced  with  new  dies.  Oddly 
enough,  the  obverse  die  is  more  often  changed  for  a  new  die  after  a  die  clash  has  occurred  while  the 
reverse  die  is  abraded  and  not  replaced,  even  after  multiple  clashes  have  occurred.  See  photo  “C”; 
this  photo  shows  a  rather  strong  die  clash  in  bays  3,  4,  8  and  9  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  building,  on 
a  1993  Lincoln  cent  and  shows  the  attempts  to  remove  the  die  clash  seen  as  heavy  die  scratches  in 
all  the  bays  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  building. 

With  the  above  information,  we  can  now  explore 
what  die  clashes  are  collectible  and  which  ones  are 
not.  An  old  adage  that  applies  to  die  clashes  of  any 
sort  is,  “the  bigger  the  better”.  The  small  partial 
square  seen  under  Lincoln's  ear  on  the  cent  is  more  C 
of  a  common  curiosity  and  of  little  or  no  added  value, 
while  the  “Lincoln  behind  bars  /  in  jail  /  prisoner  cent” 
can  have  an  added  value  of  up  to  $20.00  (see  photo 
“D”).  The  clash  marks  seen  in  bays  3,  4,  8  and  9  on 
the  Lincoln  Memorial  cent  reverse  are  quite  com¬ 
mon;  however,  if  the  die  clash  also  includes  any  part 
of  the  ERTY  of  LIBERTY,  it  may  be  worth  considerable  more.  Also,  value  may  be  dependent  on 
whether  the  clash  marks  have  been  abraded  or  not.  As  a  rule,  untouched  clash  marks  command  a 
higher  value  than  those  whose  appearance  has  been  deteriorated  by  abrasion. 
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Fun  with  Die  Clashes

The  coin  presses  of  today  can  manufacture  750  coins  per  minute  (13  coins  per  second)  and  if  the 
planchet  feed  is  somehow  blocked,  the  dies  may  strike  each  other  multiple  times  before  the  press  is 
stopped.  This  malfunction  leads  to  multiple,  repetitive  clash  marks.  We  now  can  add  another  adage 
to  the  first;  “the  more  the  better”.  Examples  of  two  or  three  repeated  clash  marks  can  often  be 
encountered  (See  photo  “E”),  while  multiple  clash  marks  beyond  that  figure  become  increasing  rare 
as  more  clashes  are  added.  (See  photos  “F”,  “G”  and  “H”).  Nor  is  the  U.  S.  Mint  the  only  entity  to 
have  this  problem  for  I  have  seen  many  foreign  coins  that  have  had  die  clashes.  One  example  is  the 
1997  Brazil,  10  centavos  coin  with  three  clashes,  one  that  was  rotated  170°.  As  for  value,  coins  like 
the  2000P  Jefferson  nickel  with  multiple  die  clashes  can  be  worth  up  to  $75.00  or  more. 

As  you  can  see,  die  clashes  can  be  interesting  and  I  have  just  covered  the  basic  clashes.  There  are 
more  exotic  clashes  such  as,  MAD  clashes,  floating  die  clashes,  counter  clashes  and  mule  die  clash¬ 
es.  For  more  information  concerning  these  odd  clashes,  please  look  at  MADdieclashes.com. 

So,  the  next  time  that  you  empty  your  pocket  book  or  pockets  of  change  take  some  time  and  look 
through  the  coins  for  that  die  clash;  who  can  guess  what  will  turn  up.  I  thank  you  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  and  as  always,  enjoy  this  wonderful  hobby.  The  End

The  2010  ANA  Summer  Seminar

On  July  3,  2010,  thanks  to  a  generous  scholarship  from  F.U.N.,  I  depart¬ 
ed  for  Colorado  Springs  for  the  second  week  of  the  ANA  Summer 
Seminar.  After  picking  up  my  luggage  I  was  greeted  by  Tiny  Cross  and 
George  Cuhaj.  Sandy  Hill  from  the  ANA  took  me  and  the  other  seminar¬ 
ians  to  the  bus  that  was  waiting  to  take  us  to  Colorado  College,  the  site 
of  the  seminar.  Sandy  filled  us  in  on  what  we  would  be  doing  next  and 
how  to  avoid  headaches  we  might  experience  due  to  the  6000  ft.  altitude 
of  Colorado  Springs.  After  picking  up  keys  and  a  meal  card  and  check¬ 
ing  in  to  my  room  it  was  off  to  registration.  This  began  one  of  the  social 
aspects  of  Summer  Seminar-meeting  fellow  numismatists.  During  the 
registration  reception  people  were  constantly  greeting  one  another  and 
sharing  their  interests  and  where  they  were  from.  Since  we  had  a  few 
hours  before  the  opening  ceremonies,  a  number  of  us  decided  to  take  the  shuttle  to  the  Colorado  Springs  Coin 
Show.  Throughout  the  week  we  wore  a  pouch  that  showed  our  name  and  the  course  being  attended.  The 
dealers  at  the  coin  show  were  very  interested  in  talking  to  us  about  the  subjects  we  were  studying  at  Summer 
Seminar.  They  all  thought  that  the  ANA  Seminar  was  a  great  program  and  told  us  how  fortunate  we  were  to 
be  attending. 

At  opening  ceremonies  the  instructors  that  would  be  teaching  all  of  the  week's  courses  were  intro¬ 
duced.  This  was  a  “who's  who”  of  numismatics,  with  most  of  the  instructors  having  written  many  of  the  refer¬ 
ence  works  of  the  hobby. 


Sunday  began  with  the  ANA  library  sale  and  the  opportunity  to 
add  some  great  books,  journals  or  auction  catalogs  to  my  library. 

Sunday  afternoon  marked  the  beginning  of  the  five  day  classes. 

I  signed  up  for  Advanced  Military  Numismatics,  taught  by  F.  Carlton 
Schwan  and  Joseph  E.  Boling.  Fred  and  Joe  are  authors  of  World  War 

II  Remembered:  History  in  your  Hands,  A  Numismatic  Study.  The  basic 
course  covers  Military  Numismatics  from  1930,  with  primary  emphasis 
on  World  War  II  issues  and  Military  Payment  Certificates.  In  the 
advanced  course  specific  areas  such  as  bonds,  propaganda  leaflets, 
and  newly  discovered  issues  and  research  are  taught  in  greater  depth. 

In  addition,  each  advanced  student  must  perform  independent  research 
on  a  topic  of  their  choice.  The  results  are  presented  to  the  students  in  the  basic  and  advanced  classes.  The 
vast  reference  books  and  journals  of  the  ANA  library  provided  a  great  resource  of  material  and  information  for 
researching  my  topic.  The  topic  I  chose  was  World  War  II  Allied  and  Axis  POW  Currencies.  Other  topics  pre¬ 
sented  were  Allied  Currency  and  Chits  in  the  Pacific  by  Tony  James  and  Overprints 
on  JIM  by  YN  of  the  year  Andrew  Keene.  I  plan  on  using  what  I  learned  in  my  sum¬ 
mer  seminar  course  to  present  a  program  to  one  of  our  local  coin  clubs  in  January 
and  to  write  an  article  about  POW  scrip.

The  USDA  donated  its  archives  to  the  Smithsonian  Museum  and  Peter  was  able  to  examine  the  contents.  The 
program  began  with  Food  Stamps  that  were  produced  in  the  1940's  and  then  continued  with  coupons  of  dif¬ 
ferent  denominations  that  were  issued  in  booklets.  Peter  showed  us  the  different  series  of  coupons  as  well 
as  replacements  and  errors.  The  Food  Coupon  program  ended  in  the  seventies  and  was  replaced  by  a  debit 
card  type  system.  On  Monday,  Nik  Sharplin  and  Tony  James  presented  a  program  on  Internment  Camp 
issues  of  Australia.  The  historic  and  symbolic  Camp  Hay  notes  were  covered. 

Camp  Hay  was  established  to  receive  German  (predominantly  Jewish)  internees  that  traveled  from  England 
to  Australia  on  the  HMS  Dunera.  Other  types  of  tokens,  chits,  and  scrip  were  issued  for  other  camps  that 
housed  both  alien  internees  and  POWs  from  Italy,  Germany,  and  Japan. 

The  Summer  Seminar  is  not  just  all  work.  There  are  other  activities  available.  A  hike  up  Pike's  Peak 
and  a  white  water  raft  trip  were  available  to  the  hardy  types  attending.  I  chose  to  attend  the  Colorado  Rockies 
vs.  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  baseball  game  in  Denver.  A  bus  from  Colorado  College  transported  about  40  adults 
and  YN's  to  the  game.  It  was  a  great  time  except  that  my  Cardinals  gave  up  9  runs  in  the  9th  inning  and  lost

All  of  the  YN's  that  attended  Summer 
Seminar,  as  well  as  counselors,  chaperones,  and  the  ANA  staff  worked  very  hard  during  the  week  and  should 
be  congratulated  for  their  efforts.  They  are  the  future  of  our  hobby. 

Thursday  night  brought  a  close  to  the  week  with  the  banquet.  In  addition  to  a  great  meal,  awards  were 
presented  to  the  instructors,  ANA  staff,  chaperones,  and  Andrew  Keene,  the  YN  of  the  year.

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ICTA  UPDATE 


THE  LATEST  ON  THE  1099  NIGHTMARE 

As  you  may  recall,  in  the  last  issue  of  FUNTOPICS  we  called  to  your  attention  a  provision  hidden  in 
the  Health  Care  Bill  (Public  Law  111-148)  that,  come  January,  2012,  will  require  all  businesses  (not 
just  coin  dealers)  to  file  IRS  information  return  1099-MISC  whenever  they  purchase  over  $600  in 
goods  or  services.  We  included  sample  letters  for  you  to  use  to  write  to  your  Members  of  Congress 
to  ask  them  to  repeal  Section  9006  of  the  Health  Care  Reform  Act  and  support  2  bills  that  would 
accomplish  that  goal  -  HR  5141  (Lungren,  R-CA)  and  S.  3578  (Johanns,  R-NE). 

The  good  news  is  that  people  from  all  over  the  country  have  made  sure  that  every  Member  of 
Congress  is  aware  of  this  outrageously  burdensome  provision.  Individuals,  businesses  both  small 
and  large,  associations  representing  many  kinds  of  businesses  (including  ICTA,  of  course!)  and 
other  groups  such  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  all  deluged  Washington  with  pleas  for  relief 
from  this  provision. 

The  bad  news  is  that  so  far  nothing  has  been  done.  Well,  not  exactly  nothing.  In  these  weeks  before 
the  mid-term  elections,  this  1099  issue  has  sometimes  been  used  as  a  political  football  where  each 
party  blames  the  other  for  not  repealing  it  or  at  least  making  significant  changes.  As  I  write  this  arti¬ 
cle  in  mid-October,  I  don't  think  anyone  expects  Congress  to  get  serious  about  the  issue  until  after 
the  November  elections.  In  fact,  the  lame  duck  Congress  returning  after  the  elections  likely  won't  do 
anything  either,  so  we'll  probably  have  to  wait  till  January,  2011  to  ramp  up  action  on  this.  Well  let 
you  know  if  you  need  to  resume  writing  and  calling  your  Members  of  Congress. 

As  you  may  know,  we  have  posted  the  sample  letters  from  the  FUNTOPICS  article  on  the  ICTA  web¬ 
site  (www.ictaonline.org)  under  the  What's  New  tab.  (In  fact,  you  may  wish  to  peruse  the  other  infor¬ 
mation  there  that  includes  this  and  other  subjects.) 

Proposed  Remedies 

There  have  been  several  ideas  floated  about  how  to  tweak  Section  9006  rather  than  repeal  it  entire¬ 
ly.  Due  to  the  unique  qualities  of  collectibles  and  precious  metals  businesses,  these  remedies  will 
not  help  ease  our  reporting  burden  significantly. 

Exempting  credit  &  debit  card  purchases.  Unlike  other  industries,  dealers  purchase  from  their 
retail  clients.  Retail  customers,  of  course,  cannot  be  paid  via  credit  card.  In  addition,  dealers  can¬ 
not  use  credit  cards  on  dealer-to-dealer  transactions  (especially  bullion)  since  the  credit  card  fees 
would  render  these  transactions  unprofitable.  Exempting  purchases  paid  by  credit  card  would  not  be 
of  much  benefit  to  our  industry  at  all. 

Increasing  the  reporting  threshold  to  $5,000.  Even  small  rare  coin/precious  metals  shops  handle 
large  dollar-value  transactions  simply  due  to  the  nature  of  the  products  they  buy  and  sell.  A  purchase 
of  5  one-ounce  gold  coins  can  be  a  typical  transaction  on  any  given  day  in  a  small  coin  store.  With 
the  price  of  gold  currently  at  over  $1300  per  ounce,  a  transaction  of  just  4  coins  triggers  the  report¬ 
ing  threshold.  Increasing  the  1099  reporting  threshold  to  $5,000,  therefore,  will  not  provide  a  reme¬ 
dy  for  this  reporting  burden  for  our  industry.

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For  smaller  purchases  that  are  below  the  threshold:  all  transactions  conducted  by  the  same  cus¬ 
tomers  will  still  have  to  be  tracked  to  determine  if  the  $600  threshold  is  reached  during  the  course  of 
the  year  (and  if  so,  then  reporting  must  be  done.)  Tracking  is  just  as  much  a  burden  for  the  business 
as  is  the  actual  reporting. 

Exempting  companies  of  25  or  fewer  employees.  Since  many  coin  dealers  are  small  companies 
(approximately  75%  of  ICTA  members  are  small  businesses)  this  could  provide  relief  to  many,  but 
might  serve  to  change  the  way  larger  companies  do  business.  It  also  could  create  a  roadblock  for 
business  expansion  and  jobs  creation.  A  small  company  will  not  expand  from  24  to  25  employees 
knowing  that  reaching  this  threshold  means  the  company  will  fall  under  the  1099  reporting  burden. 
In  fact,  the  opposite  will  more  likely  happen  -  companies  with  25  or  more  employees  would  be 
inclined  to  reduce  staff  in  order  to  come  in  under  the  25  or  fewer  employees  exemption. 

Repeal  of  Section  9006  as  proposed  in  Rep.  Lungren's  and  Senator  Johanns'  bills  is  the  optimum 
solution. 

And  it  appears  that  Rep.  Barney  Frank  (D-MA),  the  powerful  Chairman  of  the  Flouse  Financial 
Services  Committee,  agrees.  Just  today  (October  15th)  an  article  appeared  in  the  Wall  Street 
Journal  remarking  that  Rep.  Barney  Frank  now  favors  repealing  thisl  099  section.  While  the  article 
mentions  that  this  new  attitude  is  likely  a  result  of  his  opponent's  “hammering  away  on  this  issue”, 
the  WSJ  article  does  quote  Mr.  Frank  as  calling  this  “  'a  mistake'  and  claims  he's  'determined'  to 
ensure  that  Congress  repeals  it.”  If  Mr.  Frank  is  re-elected,  we  may  all  need  to  remind  him  of  this.

By  Michael  S.  Fey,  Ph.D. 


In  Part  1,  we  explored  some 
early  reference  books  which 
resulted  in  a  precipitous 
increase  in  collector  interest  in 
rare  die  varieties.  In  part  2,  we 
reviewed  examples  of  rare  die 
varieties  in  a  variety  of  modern 
U.S.  coin  series.  Now,  I  would 
like  to  talk  about  how  you  can 
benefit  by  targeting  to  acquire 
rare  die  varieties  today  for 
future  appreciation. 

There  should  be  little  doubt  that 
rare  U.S.  die  varieties  have 
experienced  a  precipitous 
increase  in  interest  and  price 
over  the  past  decade.  It's  all 
about  limited  supply  and 
increased  demand  through 
books,  promotions,  and  the 
internet,  all  of  which  ultimately 
lead  to  increased  prices. 

Even  though  the  current  coin 
market  has  been  adversely 
affected  by  the  economic  reces¬ 
sion,  this  is  only  temporary. 
Markets  tend  to  rise  and  fall  in 
cycles.  The  sun  will  come  out 
tomorrow.  Good  purchases 
today  should  provide  superior 
returns  tomorrow. 

The  variety  revolution  is  still  in 
its  infancy  as  collectors  and 
investors  should  continue  to 
strive  to  obtain  the  best  and  the 
rarest  coins  for  their  collections, 
investments  and  registry  sets. 
This  strategy  is  not  very  differ¬ 
ent  than  buying  the  best  key 
date  coins  in  a  series  in  the 
highest  grades,  a  strategy  I  also 
recommend.  The  biggest  differ¬ 
ence  is  that  it's  much  less 
expensive  targeting  rare  die 
varieties,  requiring  a  fraction  of 
the  cost  of  buying  key  dates. 


It  shouldn't  matter  much  which 
series  you  target,  as  long  as 
you  do  your  homework  and  fol¬ 
low  a  few  simple  suggestions.

First  and  foremost,  join  a  spe¬ 
cialty  club  in  the  area  of  your 
numismatic  interest.  These 
organizations  provide  the  latest 
cutting  edge  information  about 
what  is  rare  and  desirable. 
Obtain  back  issues  of  their  jour¬ 
nals  and  read  them.  Learn  from 
the  wisdom  of  other  collectors  in 
your  series.  Make  friends  with 
other  collectors  who  share  your 
interest.  Friends  will  likely 
share  information  and  collecting 
insights  with  you. 

Acquire  the  latest  reference 
books  possible.  These  books 
are  usually  easy-to-read,  have 
numerous  pictures,  and  provide 
data  which  will  allow  you  to 
make  important  purchase  deci¬ 
sions.  Use  the  internet  for  the 
latest  bulletin  boards  and  dis¬ 
cussions  on  the  series.  The 
internet  will  continue  to  become 
an  increasingly  important  tool 
for  research  and  learning  in  the 
future. 


Study  the  population  reports  to 
determine  the  relative  rarity  of 
coins  in  your  series.  NGC  and 
ANACS  population  reports  are 
free  online.  PCGS  population 
reports  can  be  accessed  for  a 
small  fee. 

Leave  no  stone  unturned  in 
your  search  for  rare  die  vari¬ 
eties.  Go  to  coin  shows,  shops, 
and  club  meetings.  Search  the 
internet.  With  eBay,  virtual  coin 
stores,  and  Teletrade,  you  can 
search  for  the  coins  you  want 
right  in  the  comfort  of  your  own 
home,  24/7.  Most  importantly, 
have  fun  and  enjoy  the  hobby.
